Tpreigner must have bwn a resident of thla country for a stated thne. But 
Longresa probably could not im(K>se a tax for au old age pentnoo fund be- 
caujK. It 18 not expressly empowered by the coustliutiou to do so. and such taxes 
. lot f^ie at all under the provisions for the power of Congress to levy 
VlvUif; no hindrance t® the pniject. It'Is only a hindrance to 

raising SPECIAL taxes for such a fund. But these we do not need, nor do 
we need a special fund for invalids. Th® requisite monies can he procured from, 
th® i^neral taxes, as for military peosions- 

We must, therefore, for legal as w^H *■ practical reasons, abstain from any 
kind of spe<nal tax, or special fund for the aged. 

Whnt we want is not insurance, but airaply a pension. And it must lie a 
national, not a state pension, because otberwise. o|mrt from the fact that many 
states are unable to carry out such a me«a«re. the emigration from one state 
to another would create all kinds of diffl<*»»lti»>- If every state I had separate 
pemanu legislation for its iobaliitaitte. i would l>e compelled to set a long “wait* 
mg limit for emigrants from other atates and that would seriously interfere 
with the “moving liberty” of the peopI«- 

. AUhough ohl oge pensions must, therefore, lie a natiouai affair, yet the 
I mud States iiinnot constitutionally levT dlrci-r tax«*s or tariffs for s|iiH*iiil imr* 
pos^. and there is no other way but to the expenses by geueral taxes and 

duties. 

The question, how larg«* would be tli‘‘ number of |»ei»sioiiers. is iiiiswaTcil by 
the census. ITn* twelfth ceii*>iis r«'{)ort t»n th« isqiiilation has just nppeitrtMl. but 
is not iis yet <*<in»plete. If iL'i years is taken as the [Mansion agi*. then* will be i»er* 
Imps a million of pensioners, of whom a considerable part now draw military pen¬ 
sions. and so can be placed either on one list or the other. If a pension of'$Ui a 
month is ollowed, the expense for a renP would be 12G million ilollars. This is 
i»y no means a very “dangenms siim.’^ K^en now* the I’nlted States pay 77 mil¬ 
lions for war taxes which arc not especially burdeasmiie. The miliiarv iwn- 
stons will he less, and little by little will disappear. ThereUu-e we iu*ed not losi* 
any sleep be<*nus4> of the question of covering tliese e.xiieiises. The CnittMl States 
can easily stand this expense. If a lower age limit (the age of tJG or ,V»i and a 
larger pension were demanded even at |hc beginning, even such a demand will be 
(‘tmsidered. Nevertheless it might be wise to content ourselves with a more aiod- 
liU l>i>ginDiDg. How a thing grows by degrees, we mavc snrtleieiitly wen in the 
rase of the military pensions. .\iid many more peoplr^atid votes-^ stand behind 
universal pensions than behind military pensions, particularly if an equal right 
is given to WOMEN. The ('oinnelling fon*e of such a mass of p4s»ple would rais 4 ‘ 
the pensions little by little to the desin-d amount and the desirt-d age limit. 

.^t first the siiuph-st |Missihle bill should be drawn up. It should specify 
that every person who nMiches a certain age has a RIGirr to a pension of a 
certain amoiitit. As to emigrants, it should stipulaU* how long they must reside 
in this <*oiiatry to beiHuue entitled t<i a oension. iVrhaps it might In> wIm* t«i 
leave pmperty t-oudiihms quite untouched and to make tl.e |H*nsion dependent 
only on age. Otherwise there would bo an immense uiiiuber of perjuries. The 
proof of old age is easy t<« produce*, renaltiei for infringements of the law shoiibl 
be puivide*! and the metho! of administration established.
